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Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 8-11, 32 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Tanikawa et al, US Patent 6,066,631 cited by applicants. It discloses a 
genus of 4-(substituted amino) 2,2-dialkyl-chroman — ols which are substituted on 
benzo moiety of the chroman nucleus by a substituted amino or a substituted 
sulfonylamino containing moiety. Although only compounds where said latter amino 
substituents are substituted on the 6-position are specifically disclosed., the instant 7- 
substituted amino compounds are included. See col. 1-14 for the generic disclosure. 
See col. 9, lines 15-22 for the preferred position of the latter. 

The compounds are disclosed as useful in the treatment of arrhythmia at col. 76, 
lines 35-38. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 8-11, 32 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Tanikawa et al, supra. If the 102 rejection is not upheld a 103 
rejection also applies because of the above mentioned disclosure. It is obvious to make 
the position isomer. The position in this case refers to the 7-position versus the 6- 
position of the preferred compounds of the reference. 

See also the specific compounds named in the Tables. See e.g., col. 29, first 
Table, compound 11; col. 29, second table compounds 8 and 1 1 ; and col. 33, top 
table compound 10. 

Claims 4 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
